‘Forei^ Office Secretary General Paul Fisher called in

Lensky depart Denmark by April 30 at latest* In statement to 
Rltzaus Wire Service, Cz echos lovakiaifjaro Slav Smid said Foreign 
Office request would be complied with. He added lamely he ’* did 
not understand Foreign Office request'* and it' "seemed to him 
police had made mistake." BERLINGSKE TIDENDE (Conservative) 
carried fullest account affair and reminded readers that as 
recently as last November, thtee mend)er8 Polish Embassy, here 
had been expelled for espionage against NATO (see Embassy 
telegram 511 of December 22). Paper concluded: "only one 
thing certain: Copenhagen is Eldorado for foreign, spies 
contact activities." ^ . 

Comment: According CAS, Lensky expulsion had to be persohaily 
approved by Foreign Minister Haekkerup, Justice Ministry had ' 
privately expr^^sed doubt Foreign Minister would give his okay 
in view his coming visit to Czechoslovakia, but Haekkerup had 
said go ahead. Crackdown by security police serves as occasional 
reminder to Soviet bloc they cannot operate with impunity in .. 
Denmark. 
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
